The Providence 


(Rhode Island) Journal, an Adminis- 
tration paper, and one of the most 
conservative and influential in New 
England, has this to say of the Secre- 
tory: 
•Unless Secretary Alger scrupulously 


•Toids the newspapers, or unless he is 
•ntlrsly devoid of sensitiveness to 
criticism, be must be in a decidedly 
unenviable frame of mind these days 
From every quarter cornea rldioule, 
sarcasm or invective directed against 
his management of tbe War Depart- 
ment. No matter what share of tbe 
blame may be justly imputed to bis 
subordinates, it ia recognized that the 
burden of tbe responsibility rests 
upon his shoulders, and that to hie 
desire to play politics the present dis 
graceful condition of aflairs is mainly 
due. Nor can the President himself 
be wholly absolved from censure. It 
was known when Mr. Alger was ap- 
pointed that be was unfit for the place 
and it was said thai Mr. McKinley had 
hesitated a long while before he made 
the appointment. 
Probably if there 


bad been no war the worse effects 
of bis mismanagement would not have 
been felt. But the strain of military 
Activity has revealed all tbe weaknesses 
of a bad system in bad bands, 
Natur- 


ally little was told, and many excuses 
were made, at tbe beginning. Now 
that the conflict with Spain ia over, tbe 
inclination to speak out plainly is less 
rigidly repressed." 


Much of tbe War Department's bl un- 


dsrlng Incompetence was due to tbe 
appointment of inexperienced and un- 
fit men to Important positions. Alger 
was playing a game of politics not of 
war, and the lives of the brave boys 
wbo died of neglect at Santiago were 
sacrificed upon the altar of Mr. Al- 
ger*s ambition.

ARMIES 0« EtTROPJi. 


Pence and ffar rooting of tbe Grew 


Nation*. 


Russia possesses the largest standing 


army on earth and each year it grows 
in size. Every year some 280,000 con 
scripts join the Russian forces, which 
in time of peace number 1,000,000 men 
On a war footing this rises to 2,500,000 
and call out the reserve would increase 
it to 6,947,000 well-trained soldiers 
Should necessity arise the militia would 
be called out, bringing the Czar's forces 
up to 9,000,000 men. 


France comes next, with a standing 


army of 689,000 men rising to 2,500,000 
in time of war, while the calling of the 
reserves would bring it to 4,370,000. 
Despite this the regular army is increas- 
ing yearly. 


The German army numbers 585,000 


in times of peace, War would bring it 
2,230,000 and the resevee added make 
the numbers of men 4,300,000. 


The peace army of Austria-Hungary 


numbers 365,000; iii war it would be 
2,500,000 and with the reserves 4,000,000. 


Forces are being reduced ia Italy be- 


cause tbe people are too poor to pay 
the necessary taxes. The standing army, 
therefore, is but 174,000, war bringing 
it up to 1,478,000, reserves making the 
force 2,200,000. 


Great Britain has a standing army of 


220,000, but calling out the reserve 
forces puts 720,000 men under com- 
mand. 


Every ninth person in France is a 


trained soldier; in Germany there is a 
soldier to every twelve persons and 
every six males. Russia has such a 
population that in spite of her big 
army only one man out of fourteen is 
a fighter. Every five families in Faance 
contribute three soldiers. Every other 
Austrian household has one member 
in tbe army and the same state exists 
in Germany. 
Every third. Italian 


family has some one ia the army.

ate friend, John Phillunore." 


His frigate was allowed to retain her 


original yellow, and perhaps the navy 
board did right thus to punish Sir John's 
impertinence.—Youth's Companion

Under its influence 
one is apt to shoot too quickly, whereas 
coffee steadies tho hand and gives quiet 
nerves "
